WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Littleton desires to update the City of 24 

Littleton Building and Fire Codes to reflect recent changes to many of the International Codes that 25 

the City has adopted in the past; and 26 

 27 

WHEREAS, the City Council deems it to be in the best interests of the public 28 

health, safety and welfare that the above-mentioned codes and various amendments thereto be 29 

adopted. 30 

 31 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 32 

THE CITY OF LITTLETON, COLORADO, THAT: 33 
 34 

Section 1: Chapter 1 Building Codes of Title 4, Building Regulation of the Littleton 35 

City Code is hereby amended to read as follows: 36 
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4-1-1: CODES ADOPTED: 37 

The following codes are hereby adopted for use and regulation of buildings and structures within 38 

the City; said codes shall be available for public inspection at all reasonable hours in the Office of 39 

the Building Inspection Division and in the Office of the City Clerk. 40 

A. International Building Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 41 

B. International Residential Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 42 

C. International Mechanical Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 43 

D. National Electric Code, 2020 edition, of the National Fire Protection Association. 44 

E. International Plumbing Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 45 

F. International Fuel Gas Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 46 

G.  International Property Maintenance Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council  47 

H.  International Energy Conservation Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 48 

I.  International Existing Building Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 49 

J. International Fire Code, 2021 edition, of the International Code Council. 50 

K.  Uniform Code for the Abatement of Dangerous Buildings, 1997 edition, of the International 51 

Conference of Building Officials. 52 

4-1-2: OFF-SITE IMPROVEMENTS: 53 

A. Approval of Plans Required: No building permit shall be issued by the administration until 54 

plans for installation of off-site improvements, in conformity with the standards of the City, have 55 

been submitted and approved. 56 

B. Definitions: 57 

ADMINISTRATION: The City Manager or a duly appointed representative thereof. 58 

OFF-SITE IMPROVEMENTS: For the purpose of this section, shall mean any physical 59 

improvement above or below ground, required by the City to be installed in an alley, street, 60 

or other public right-of-way or easement or publicly owned property adjacent to property 61 

for which a building permit is being sought for the purposes of development, 62 
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redevelopment or other construction. (Included within this definition shall be curb, gutter, 63 

sidewalk, paving, drainage structures, fire hydrants, etc.) 64 

C. Performance Bond or Cash Deposit: The administration shall deny final approval and 65 

certificate of occupancy of any building until the required off-site improvements are completed 66 

and have been inspected and approved, unless completion of the off-site improvements is 67 

guaranteed by a performance bond, cash deposit, letter of credit or other obligation approved by 68 

the administration and the city attorney for a sum determined by the administration to be adequate 69 

to effect the improvements as required. 70 

Performance guarantees shall be returned to the depositor upon the approval of the administration 71 

subsequent to the completion of the off-site improvements. Such guarantees, or a portion thereof, 72 

as determined by the administration, may be retained by the city as compensation for performing 73 

the plans, provided further that the depositor shall have failed, or refused, to install the work within 74 

thirty (30) days after receipt of a notice in writing from the administration. 75 

D. Adequate Street Access Required: No building permit shall be issued by the administration 76 

until the public street and access to within twenty-five feet (25') of the building for which such 77 

permit is requested shall be completed with a minimum base course of at least two inch (2") 78 

asphaltic material or other dustproof, non-erodible material as may be accepted by the 79 

administration for the purpose of providing access to the site for both construction and emergency 80 

service vehicles prior to the initiation of construction. 81 

E. Waiver of Off-site Improvement Requirements: In the event it is desired by the city to delay 82 

installation of off-site improvements because of practical difficulties such as conflict with 83 

proposed public improvements, efficiency of coordination or other matters, the administration is 84 

hereby empowered to waive, for a temporary period, only the requirement of installation of off-85 

site improvements, but such waiver shall be predicated only upon the owner signing a contract to 86 

approve creation of an improvement district and in any event to install said off-site improvements 87 

within thirty (30) days of written notice of the administration. 88 

4-1-3: APPEALS: 89 

Whenever reference is made in any of the codes adopted in section 4-1-1 of this chapter, to the 90 

board of appeals or to the housing advisory and appeals board, said codes shall be amended to 91 

refer to the building board of appeals and any appeal to the board of appeals or the housing advisory 92 

and appeals board shall be to the building board of appeals. An appeal must be taken within ten 93 

(10) days of the final decision of the city's building official. All appeals shall be in writing on 94 

forms provided by the city and shall be filed with the building official who shall then schedule a 95 

hearing on the appeal at the next regular session of the building board of appeals. 96 

4-1-4: EXEMPTIONS, BUILDING PERMIT FEES: 97 
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All federal, state, school and county governmental units as well as other tax supported institutions 98 

are hereby exempt for the payment of building permit fees as the same are set forth in a resolution 99 

of the city council from time to time; however, nothing herein contained shall be interpreted as 100 

doing away with the requirement for application for building permits by such governmental entities 101 

and for the conducting of inspections by the city and compliance with all applicable city codes by 102 

the governmental entity. 103 

4-1-5: AMENDMENTS TO CODES: 104 

Administrative provisions in Section 4-1-5(A) shall apply to permits issued for work related to 105 

grading, excavation, floodplain or rights-of way under the jurisdiction of the City of Littleton. The 106 

amendments contained within Section 4-1-5 (B) through (I) shall apply to those codes adopted in 107 

Section 4-1-1 of this Title. 108 

A. Administrative Provisions: 109 

1. Purpose and Scope: All administrative provisions contained within the codes adopted 110 

in Section 4-1-1 of this chapter are in full force and effect as amended in Section 4-1-5 (B) 111 

of this chapter and are authorized and enforceable as provided for within those codes. 112 

Administrative provisions contained within this section are enforceable by the City 113 

Engineer, Chief Building Official, or designee, as they relate to permits issued for work 114 

related to grading, excavation, floodplain or rights-of way under the jurisdiction of the City 115 

of Littleton. 116 

The purpose of this chapter is to establish minimum requirements to safeguard the public 117 

health, safety and general welfare. 118 

2.  Alternate Materials Design and Methods of Construction and Equipment: 119 

a. Tests: Whenever there is insufficient evidence of compliance with the provisions of the 120 

applicable codes regarding the use of an alternate material design or method of construction 121 

and equipment, or evidence that a proposed material design or method of construction and 122 

equipment does not conform to the requirements of the applicable codes, the building 123 

official or city engineer may require that tests be made at the expense of the proponent of 124 

the questioned material design or method of construction and equipment. 125 

1. Test methods shall be as specified by the building official, city engineer, or by 126 

other recognized test standards. In the absence of recognized and accepted test 127 

methods of the proposed alternate material design or method of construction and 128 

equipment, the building official or city engineer shall determine which test 129 

procedures are appropriate. 130 
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2. All tests shall be made by an approved agency. Reports of such tests shall be 131 

retained by the building official. 132 

b.  Modifications: Whenever there are practical difficulties involved in complying with 133 

the provisions of the applicable codes, the building official or city engineer shall have the 134 

authority to grant modifications for individual cases, provided they shall first find that a 135 

special individual reason makes the strict letter of the applicable codes impractical; that the 136 

modification is consistent with the intent and purpose of the applicable code; and that such 137 

modification will not lessen health, safety or general welfare requirements. Any decision 138 

granting a modification shall be documented by the individual granting such modification 139 

and shall include the reasons therefor. 140 

3.  Duties and Powers of City Engineer: 141 

a. General: The City Engineer or designee is authorized to enforce all the provisions of 142 

this chapter as it relates to grading, excavation, floodplain or right-of way permits. 143 

b.  Applications and Permits: The City Engineer or designee shall receive applications, 144 

review construction documents and issue permits for work related to grading, excavation, 145 

floodplain or rights-of way and is authorized to inspect the work for which such permits 146 

have been issued and enforce compliance with the provisions of applicable code. 147 

c.  Inspections: The City Engineer or their appointed representative shall make all of the 148 

required inspections. Reports of such inspections shall be in writing and be certified by a 149 

responsible officer of such approved agency or by the responsible individual. 150 

The City Engineer is authorized to engage such expert opinion as deemed necessary to 151 

report upon unusual technical issues that arise, subject to the approval of the appointing 152 

authority. 153 

d.  Department Records: The City Engineer shall keep official records of permits, and 154 

fees collected, reports of inspections and notices and orders issued. Such records shall be 155 

retained in official records for the period required for retention of public records. 156 

e.  Stop Work Orders: Whenever any work is being done in violation of the provisions of 157 

the applicable code or other ordinances implemented through the enforcement of the 158 

applicable code or in a dangerous or unsafe manner, the City engineer may order the work 159 

stopped by issuing a notice in writing and serving it upon any persons engaged in doing 160 

such work or causing such work to be done. Upon receipt of the notice, such persons shall 161 

stop work until authorized by the City Engineer to proceed with the work. It is unlawful to 162 

continue any work after receipt of a notice to stop work except such work as directed to 163 

remove a violation or unsafe condition. Each day that work is continued after receipt of a 164 

notice shall constitute a separate violation of this code. 165 
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f.    Enforcement of adopted Building Codes: The City Engineer shall enforce provisions 166 

contained within Sections 104.10.1, 1612.3, 1612.4, 1804.5, and Chapter 32, Appendix G, 167 

and Appendix J of the IBC as amended in 4-1-5(B), and R104.10.1 and R106.1.4 of the 168 

IRC. 169 

4. Authority to Disconnect Utilities in Emergencies: In the case of an emergency, where 170 

it is necessary to eliminate an immediate hazard to life or property, the City Engineer or 171 

their authorized representative shall have the authority to cause the disconnection of fuel 172 

gas utility service or energy supplies to a building, structure, premises, or equipment 173 

regulated by the code(s) with which the City Engineer has been granted enforcement 174 

authority. The City Engineer shall, whenever possible, notify the serving utility, the owner, 175 

and the occupant of the building, structure, or premises of the decision to disconnect prior 176 

to taking such action. 177 

5. Permits Required: 178 

a. General: No person shall perform work related to grading, excavation, floodplain or 179 

rights-of way under the jurisdiction of the City of Littleton without first obtaining a permit 180 

for all such work from the City, except as follows: 181 

1. Grading, excavation, floodplain or right-of way work authorized and approved 182 

by the City Engineer or designee under a duly authorized building permit. 183 

2. A public utility, duly franchised or authorized as such in the city, shall not be 184 

required to obtain a permit prior to performing emergency maintenance or repairs 185 

on its equipment, building, or structure, when necessary to sustain service or protect 186 

life or property; provided, however, that the public utility shall obtain a permit for 187 

the work as soon as it is practical to do so. 188 

3. Public utilities duly franchised or authorized as such in the city, shall not be 189 

required to obtain a permit for the installation, alteration or repair of generation, 190 

transmission, or distribution equipment that is under the ownership and control of 191 

the public utility, except for work located within the public right-of-way. 192 

6. Excavation and Grading:  193 

a.  Purpose: The City Engineer or designated representative shall enforce provisions of 194 

this section. This subsection sets forth rules and regulations to control excavation, grading 195 

and earthwork construction, including fills and embankments; establishes the 196 

administrative procedure for issuance of permits; and provides for approval of plans and 197 

inspection of grading construction, to provide additional information or clarification of 198 

requirements located in Appendix J of the IBC.  Requirements for Grading Permits are also 199 
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contained in the latest edition of the City of Littleton Storm Drainage Design and Technical 200 

Criteria Manual (city’s storm drainage criteria), Chapter 13.  201 

b. Exempted Work: A grading permit is not required for the exemptions contained 202 

in the IBC Section J103.2, unless indicated otherwise in the city’s storm drainage criteria 203 

manual. 204 

c. Hazards: Whenever the City Engineer determines that any existing excavation or 205 

embankment or fill on private property has become a hazard to life and limb, or endangers 206 

property, or adversely affects the safety, use or stability of a public way or drainage 207 

channel, the owner of the property upon which the excavation or fill is located, or other 208 

person or agent in control of said property, upon receipt of notice in writing from the City 209 

Engineer shall within the period specified therein repair or eliminate such excavation or 210 

embankment to eliminate the hazard and to be in conformance with the requirements of 211 

this code. 212 

d. Grading Fees: Fees for grading permits, including the plan review fee, shall be by 213 

a resolution adopted by the city council from time to time. 214 

e. Bonds: The engineering division may require bonds in such form and amounts as 215 

may be deemed necessary to ensure that the work, if not completed in accordance with the 216 

approved plans and specifications, will be corrected to eliminate hazardous conditions. In 217 

lieu of a surety bond the applicant may file a cash bond or instrument of credit with the 218 

engineering division in an amount equal to that which would be required in the surety bond. 219 

f. Cuts: The slope of cut surfaces shall be no steeper than is safe for the intended use 220 

and shall be no steeper than one unit vertical to two (2) units horizontal unless the permittee 221 

furnishes a certified soils engineering or a certified engineering geology report, or both, 222 

stating that the site has been investigated and giving an opinion that a cut at a steeper slope 223 

will be stable and not create a hazard to the public or private property. Such certified 224 

engineering report shall be prepared by a Professional Engineer licensed in the state of 225 

Colorado. 226 

g. Fills: Fills slopes shall not be constructed on natural slopes steeper than one unit 227 

vertical in two (2) units horizontal unless the permittee furnishes a certified soils 228 

engineering or certified geology report, or both, stating that the site has been investigated 229 

and giving an opinion that a fill at a steeper slope will be stable and not create a hazard to 230 

the public or private property. Such certified engineering report shall be prepared by a 231 

Professional Engineer licensed in the state of Colorado. Drainage And Terracing: Terraces 232 

widths and spacing for cut and fill slopes greater than one hundred twenty feet (120') in 233 

height shall be designed by a Professional Engineer licensed in the State of Colorado and 234 

approved by the City Engineer. Grading Inspections: Grading operations for which a permit 235 

is required shall be subject to inspection by the City Engineer. As needed, professional 236 
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inspection of grading operations may be required of the permittee and provided by the civil 237 

engineer and the soils engineer retained by the permittee to provide such services during 238 

design. 239 

The civil engineer shall provide professional inspection with such engineer's area of 240 

technical specialty, which shall consist of observation and review as to the establishment 241 

of line, grade and surface drainage of the development area. If revised plans are required 242 

during the course of the work, they shall be prepared by the civil engineer. 243 

The soils engineer shall provide professional inspection within such engineer's area of 244 

technical specialty, which shall include observation during grading and testing for required 245 

compaction. The soils engineer shall provide sufficient observation during the preparation 246 

of the natural ground and placement and compaction of the fill to verify that such work is 247 

being performed in accordance with the conditions of the approved plan and the appropriate 248 

requirements of this section. 249 

h. Drainage And Terracing: Terraces widths and spacing for cut and fill slopes 250 

greater than one hundred twenty feet (120') in height shall be designed by a Professional 251 

Engineer licensed in the State of Colorado and approved by the City Engineer.  252 

i. Grading Inspections: Grading operations for which a permit is required shall be 253 

subject to inspection by the City Engineer. As needed, professional inspection of grading 254 

operations may be required of the permittee and provided by the civil engineer and the soils 255 

engineer retained by the permittee to provide such services during design. 256 

The civil engineer shall provide professional inspection with such engineer's area of 257 

technical specialty, which shall consist of observation and review as to the establishment 258 

of line, grade and surface drainage of the development area. If revised plans are required 259 

during the course of the work, they shall be prepared by the civil engineer. 260 

The soils engineer shall provide professional inspection within such engineer's area of 261 

technical specialty, which shall include observation during grading and testing for required 262 

compaction. The soils engineer shall provide sufficient observation during the preparation 263 

of the natural ground and placement and compaction of the fill to verify that such work is 264 

being performed in accordance with the conditions of the approved plan and the appropriate 265 

requirements of this section. 266 

j. Reports And Drawings Required: Upon completion of the rough grading work 267 

or the final completion of the work as determined by the City Engineer, the following 268 

reports and drawings and supplements may be required.  269 

i An as built grading plan prepared by the civil engineer retained to provide 270 

such services showing original ground surface elevations, as graded ground surface 271 
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elevations, lot drainage patterns, and the locations and elevations of surface 272 

facilities and of the outlets of subsurface drains. As constructed locations, 273 

elevations and details of subsurface drains shall be shown as reported by the soils 274 

engineer. Civil engineers shall state that to the best of their knowledge the work 275 

within their area of responsibility was done in accordance with the final approved 276 

grading plan. 277 

ii. If required, a report prepared by the soils engineer retained to provide such 278 

services, including locations and elevations of field density tests, summaries of field 279 

and laboratory tests, other substantiating data, and comments on any changes made 280 

during grading and their effect on the recommendations made in the approved soils 281 

engineering investigation report. Soils engineers shall submit a statement that, to 282 

the best of their knowledge, the work within their area of responsibilities is in 283 

accordance with the approved soils engineering and applicable provisions of this 284 

chapter. 285 

iii. The permittee shall notify the City Engineer when the grading operation is ready 286 

for final inspection. Final approval shall not be given until all work, including 287 

installation of all drainage facilities and their protective devices, and all erosion 288 

control measures have been completed in accordance with the final approved 289 

grading plan, and the required reports have been submitted. 290 

 291 

7. Contractor License Required: Requirements for a city of Littleton contractor license 292 

shall be in accordance with Title 3, chapter 16 of this code. 293 

8. Floodplain: Construction in the floodplain shall conform to the requirements located in 294 

Title 10, chapter 7 of the municipal code. 295 

 296 

  Section 2:   Title 4, Chapter 1, Section 5, Subsection (B) of the City of Littleton 297 

Municipal code is hereby repealed and reenacted to read as follows: 298 

 299 

4-1-5(B): Amendments to the 2021 International Building Code:  300 

The 2021 International Building Code is hereby adopted by reference and amended as follows: 301 

 302 

1.  Section [A]101.1 Title, is amended to read as follows: 303 

 304 

[A]101.1 Title. These regulations shall be known as the Building Code of City of Littleton, 305 

Colorado, hereinafter referred to as “this code.” 306 

 307 

2. Section [A]103.1 Creation of enforcement agency, is amended to read as follows: 308 

 309 
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[A]103.1 Creation of enforcement agency. The City of Littleton Building Division is 310 

hereby created and the official in charge thereof shall be known as the building official. 311 

The function of the agency shall be the implementation, administration and enforcement 312 

of the provisions of this code. 313 

 314 

3. Section [A]105.1.1 Annual Permit, is hereby deleted. 315 

 316 

4. Section [A]105.1.2 Annual permit records, are hereby deleted. 317 

 318 

5. Section [A]105.2 Work exempt from permit, is hereby amended to read as follows: 319 

 320 

[A]105.2 Work exempt from permit. 321 

Exemptions from permit requirements of this code shall not be deemed to grant 322 

authorization for any work to be done in any manner in violation of the provisions of this 323 

code or any other laws or ordinances of this jurisdiction. Permits shall not be required for 324 

the following:  325 

 326 

Building:  327 

1. One-story detached accessory structures used as tool and storage sheds, playhouses and 328 

similar uses, provided that the floor area is not greater than 120 square feet (11 m2) or the 329 

height of the highest point of the roof measured from grade does not exceed eight (8) feet.  330 

3. Oil derricks.  331 

4. Retaining walls that are not over 2 feet (609 mm) in height measured from the bottom 332 

of the footing to the top of the wall, unless supporting a surcharge or impounding Class I, 333 

II or IIIA liquids.  334 

5. Water tanks supported directly on grade if the capacity is not greater than 5,000 gallons 335 

(18 925 L) and the ratio of height to diameter or width is not greater than 2:1.  336 

6. Sidewalks and driveways not more than 30 inches (762 mm) above adjacent grade, and 337 

not over any basement or story below and are not part of an accessible route.  338 

7. Painting, papering, tiling, carpeting, cabinets, counter tops and similar finish work that 339 

are not required to comply with other portions of this or other adopted codes or are not a 340 

part of another project or the scope of which requires a permit in accordance with 105.1.  341 

8. Temporary motion picture, television and theater stage sets and scenery.  342 

9. Prefabricated swimming pools accessory to a Group R-3 occupancy that are less than 24 343 

inches (610 mm) deep, are not greater than 5,000 gallons (18 925 L) and are installed 344 

entirely above ground.  345 

10. Shade cloth structures constructed for nursery or agricultural purposes, not including 346 

service systems.  347 

11. Swing and other playground equipment accessory to detached one- and two-family 348 

dwellings.  349 
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12. Window awnings in Group R-3 and U occupancies, supported by an exterior wall that 350 

do not project more than 54 inches (1372 mm) from the exterior wall and do not require 351 

additional support.  352 

13. Nonfixed and movable fixtures, cases, racks, counters and partitions not over 5 feet 9 353 

inches (1753 mm) in height.  354 

 355 

Electrical:  356 

1. Repairs and maintenance: Minor repair work, including the replacement of lamps or the 357 

connection of approved portable electrical equipment to approved permanently installed 358 

receptacles.  359 

2. Radio and television transmitting stations: The provisions of this code shall not apply to 360 

electrical equipment used for radio and television transmissions but do apply to equipment 361 

and wiring for a power supply and the installations of towers and antennas.  362 

3. Temporary testing systems: A permit shall not be required for the installation of any 363 

temporary system required for the testing or servicing of electrical equipment or apparatus.  364 

 365 

Gas:  366 

1. Portable heating appliance.  367 

2. Replacement of any minor part that does not alter approval of equipment or make such 368 

equipment unsafe.  369 

 370 

Mechanical:  371 

1. Portable heating appliances.  372 

2. Portable ventilation appliances and equipment. 373 

3. Portable cooling units.  374 

4. Steam, hot water or chilled water piping within any heating or cooling equipment or 375 

appliances regulated by this code.  376 

5. The replacement of any minor part that does not alter the approval of equipment or an 377 

appliance or make such equipment or appliance unsafe.  378 

6. Portable evaporative coolers.  379 

7. Self-contained refrigeration systems that contain 10 pounds (4.5 kg) or less of 380 

refrigerant, or that are actuated by motors of 1 horsepower (0.75 kW) or less.  381 

8. Portable fuel cell appliances that are not connected to a fixed piping system and are not 382 

interconnected to a power grid.  383 

 384 

Plumbing:  385 

1. The stopping of leaks in drains, water, soil, waste or vent pipe, provided, however, that 386 

if any concealed trap, drainpipe, water, soil, waste or vent pipe becomes defective and it 387 

becomes necessary to remove and replace the same with new material, such work shall be 388 

considered as new work and a permit shall be obtained and inspection made as provided in 389 

this code.  390 
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2. The clearing of stoppages or the repairing of leaks in pipes, valves or fixtures and the 391 

removal and reinstallation of water closets, provided that such repairs do not involve or 392 

require the replacement or rearrangement of valves, pipes or fixtures. 393 

 394 

6. Section [A] 105.5 Expiration is hereby amended to read as follows: 395 

 396 

[A]105.5 Expiration. Every permit issued shall become invalid unless the work on the site 397 

authorized by such permit is commenced within 180 days after its issuance, or if the work 398 

authorized on the site by such permit is suspended or abandoned for a period of 180 days, 399 

and shall expire 365 days after issuance, regardless of activity, unless an extension of the 400 

permit is granted by the Building Official.

	d. Grading Fees: Fees for grading permits, including the plan review fee, shall be by a resolution adopted by the city council from time to time.
	e. Bonds: The engineering division may require bonds in such form and amounts as may be deemed necessary to ensure that the work, if not completed in accordance with the approved plans and specifications, will be corrected to eliminate hazardous condi...
	f. Cuts: The slope of cut surfaces shall be no steeper than is safe for the intended use and shall be no steeper than one unit vertical to two (2) units horizontal unless the permittee furnishes a certified soils engineering or a certified engineering...
	g. Fills: Fills slopes shall not be constructed on natural slopes steeper than one unit vertical in two (2) units horizontal unless the permittee furnishes a certified soils engineering or certified geology report, or both, stating that the site has b...

	ii. If required, a report prepared by the soils engineer retained to provide such services, including locations and elevations of field density tests, summaries of field and laboratory tests, other substantiating data, and comments on any changes made...
	iii. The permittee shall notify the City Engineer when the grading operation is ready for final inspection. Final approval shall not be given until all work, including installation of all drainage facilities and their protective devices, and all erosi...
	7. Contractor License Required: Requirements for a city of Littleton contractor license shall be in accordance with Title 3, chapter 16 of this code.
	8. Floodplain: Construction in the floodplain shall conform to the requirements located in Title 10, chapter 7 of the municipal code.
